Chicago, March 16. (/Pi—Picket 
lines formed at the nation’s meat 
packing plants today 
as 
100,000 
CIO employes were called out on 
strike despite a last-m inute effort 
by President Trum an to settle the 
wage dispute. 
The 
work 
stoppage, affecting 
approxim ately 140 of the country’s 
m ajor 
and 
in d epen dent, 
meat 
plants, is expected to cut in half 
the nation’s meat supply. 
The strike became effective at 
12:01 a. rn. local time, 
and 
im ­ 
mediately pickets w ere posted in 
several of the cities 
across 
the 
country, including Chicago, w here 
20,000 workers are involved. 
All of the major packers and 
scores of independent companies 
were affected by the strike, order­ 
ed last night by the 27-man exe­ 
cutive 
committee 
of 
the 
CIO 
United Packing House W orkers of 
America. 
However, 
about 150,000 other 
employes in the meat plants were 
expected to remain at work. They 
are members of the independent 
unions and of the AFL A m alga­ 
mated Meat Cutters Union which 
have settled their 
wage 
differ­ 
ences with the packers. 
The committee, after receiving 
Mi. T ru m an’s telegram urging the 
work stoppage be delayed while a 
special 
board of inquiry investi­ 
gated the dispute, telegraphed the 
president “The strike m ust pro­ 
ceed.”

Experiments Are 
Made

Milk

Mother Mice 


Atlantic 
City, 
N. J., ( S S ) — A 
cancer experiment which brought 
result - exactly the opposite of the 
ones 1ho scientist 
expected 
was 
reported b y Dr. B . E . Dennison 
of the National Cancer Institute 
at the meeting here of the A m eri­ 
can Association for 
Cancer 
R e­ 
search. 
The experiment concerned the 
breast cancer in mice, which is 
transmitted 
through some agent 
in the mouse mother’s milk. The 
agent 
is 
thought to be a virus. 
Since tho spleen helps in red 
- 
once to ordinary infections, Dr. 
Dennison 
removed 
the 
spleens 
from young mice who 
had 
been 
nursed by mothers carrying the 
ennccr-causing 
aeent 
in 
their 
milk. Tie expected the young mice 
to develop cancers at an earlier 
age than these usually appear. 
Insteal, it took longer 
tor 
the 
cancers to 
appear, 
and 
fewer 
mice developed cancer than was 
expected from what happened to 
their Ii der mates that 
did 
not 
have their spleens removed. 
Possible 
explanations 
are: 
I. 
The cancer-causing 
virus 
local­ 
izes in the spleen and when this 
is removed most of the virus is 
also removed. Or, 2, the spleen is 
neco: ary 
for 
the m ultiplication 
of the virus. 
Dr. Dennison cautions against J 
hoping for any application of this 
technique to human cancers, and 
points out that rem oval 
of 
the 
spleen in mice has no effect on I 
the cancer if done after the mali 
gnant growth has developed.
